ing he had intended to affront their Com- 
pany; but he was more furpriz’d at it, when 
he found the firft Roman Catholick pledge

What was the meaning of it ? The Cafe 


was plain, Each Man drank it in their own 
Sence, .4s the Parfons at Warwick took the 
Oaths; the Proteftant, meant the Proteftant 
Church of England; the Roman Catholick, 

meant the Popifh Church. of England, and 
all agree in the Term: The Church of En- 
land Eftablifh’d by Law, was the mighty Cry: 
in former Days, in the Reign of King Charles 


-the Second; So, {aid the Papift, Are'we, and 


all your pretended Eftablifhment are Here- 
tical, Ufurpatious ; the only True Eftablifh- 
ment is ours, the Right is ours; you pray 
in our Churches ; you dwell upon our E- 
ftates ; you have invaded us by force, but 
yout Laws are void; your Invafion is Un- 
juft, and therefore you have no Right to.call 
it an Eftablifhment; the only Legal Efta- 
blifh’d Church, is- the Church of Rome. 
Come, in the next place to the Facobises, 
and talk to them of the Church of England ; 
Drink, Profperity to the Church of England ; 
they join with you, they pledge you with all

their Heart, they put it round with a chear- 
ful Smiley and all cry out, they are for the 
Church of England; But what isthis Church 
of England? Why, the true Church of En- 
sland Eftablifh’d by the A& of Uniformity, 
Eftablifh’d in Loyalty, and pure Principles 
of Obedience ; bound by Oaths of Allegi- 
ance to King ames; and which does net 
think, they can be abfolv’d or clear’d of that 
Oath, by any human Authority whatfoever : 
This is the Church of England Eftablith’d by 
Law; as for any other Church, or any 0- 
ther Eftablifhment, it is only a powerful 
Schifm; it is only a Rightclaim’d by Ufur- 


pation, and Invafion 3 and all che Compliance © 


with it is a Schifm, a Perjury, a Revolt, and 
a Rebellion; the Laws made ince, are tain- 
ted with the fame Crimes, are therefore 
Null and Void, and notat all Obligatory; 
the People maybe deluded, but we are the 
Church of England Eftablifh’d, and there 
can be no other 3 and on this Account they 
freely drink the Church’s Health, and open- 
ly wifh her Profperity, talk of her wich a 
great deal of Retpect, cry out of her Dan- 
Ger, and join with all the Propofals that 
tend to pull down thofe that aze her avow- 
ed Enemies. 

Atthis Rate, where fhall we fix the Mat- 
ter? Where fhall we find the Church of En- 
giand? Let us come to a Standard, Who are 


meant by the Church of Euglind, or we: 


fhall never underftand one another ? All ndes 
will adhere to their Refervations, and talk 
according to their own Meaning; People 
will be Eternally deceiving one another, and 
no Body will be able to know what one an- 
other’s Defigns are, 

For the Future, therefore, I would be 
glad, in order to fet this Macter right, that 
all People would fetele the Terms of Speech ; 
let us come to a Head: When a Man means 
the Church of Englavd, as now Eftablith’d, 
let hin cail it the Royal Church of England, 
or the Revolution Church of England; when 
he means the King $imes’s Church of En- 
Zland, let him call ic fo, or call ic che Abdi- 
cated Church, or the perfecnted Church of 
England, or the opprets’d Charch of Ex- 
glznd, or aay thing that pleafes himteit ; 
only be fo honeft as trgive ig fome M rk 
of Diftingiion, that we may no more be 
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deceived in the Cafe, and led by

This maft be the honefteft way of dea}. 
ing; for no Man can deny, but toownwhat 


we are talking of, is the moft plain and fip.. | 


cere way of Dealing, favours more of Sin. - 


cerity and Plainnefs, as fcorning double Fa. 


.ces, and double Meanings; you that are for 


Popifh Church of England, or for a Prote. 
ftant Church of England, with a Popifh. 
King, let us know it; if it be not {0 bad that 
you muft blufh, ftand up to it, and let the 
World know what you mean; but to {peak 
Doubofully and Ambiguoufly, is a Token of: 
Fraud in the Intention, a True Badge of a. 
Defigning Hypocrite. 
And now we come to the Points The 
Church of England can be but one Indivi- 
dual, thefe Pretenders have no Right to Af 
fume or Ufurp her Titles the Church, 
Rome cannot be called the Church of Eng. 
land, any more than the Brittans (now Wels 


men) can be call’d Emglif>; as to the Lands, © 


the Churches, and the Property of the Na- 
tion, they were indeed once the Papifts, but: 
to fay they are fo ftill, is to fay nothing; 
the elckmen have the fame Title, Gentle 
men, to all your Eftares, and they were 
Outed but by Uiurpation and Unjuft Vie- 
lence. 

Here’s the Fure Divino of your Church, 
as well as Government, and all the Right 
you have tothis Nation, begins in a Ufurp’d - 
Power, dack'd by the Sword; a Sword of 
Oppretiion and Wrong, a Sword of Invaion 
and Robbery ; Are we she Aten thas talk of- 
Interirince, and Fure Divina? We Rodd’, 
Honcit Men or this Inheritance, and poffe 
fed ic a'ter them by the fame Original 
Thefc; tofay our Poilefion is Faure Diving, 
is to Entitle God Almighty to the Sins of 
Men, and Glofsover our Vile Detigns with 
the falle Cover of Divine Authority,a Crime 
near.of Kin to Blafphemy- ; 

To callthe Facobite Dijenters the Church 
of England, may have fumething more in it, 
were the Dogtrines of Pafflive Obedieng, 
and Non Refiltance, real Fuadamentals, ¢ir - 
ther in Religion, or in Confticurion., wer 
it true, that an Oath co the Civil Power, 
reip ted not the Power but the Perfon ; not 
the King, but the Man; and chat pase 
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it, Denominated 
ence of this Church. — 
_~ But if this: Depends upon -the Common 
Laws of Nature, and Compaéts of Allegi- 
inve'and Protetion, are mutually obligato- 
'y.; then has the Church of England come 
mitted no Sin too much before, pretending 
~ to thofe Foolifh Abiardities only excep- 
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_ Thefe Gentlemen then can no more call 
_ themfelves the Church of England, Exclu- 
five of all other, than this or that Seé of 
the Difgnters, can call themfelves the Diffen- 
ters, Diftinguith’d from all other 3 the moft I 
gan allow them in this Cafe, isto grant them 
a Party of Miftaken, Impos’d-ypon Gentle- 
men, who adhere faintly to a Caufe they 
had once fome hope would have revived ; but 
miffing their End, are Martyrs now for a 
Caufe they can no more Defend now with 
their Tongues, than they could before with 
their Hands. 

Thefe People pretendi1g to be THE 
CHURCH OF ENGLAND, and fying 
back to their Old Eftabiifhment, has fome- 
thing in.it very retle€ting upon the Church ; 
as if her-Eftablifhment was at the Mercy of 
every Politick Court, or in the Hands of the 
Politicians, who could make Laws fo bind- 
ing, that the Church mut be Confin’d to 
that Party, or particular Seét, thofe Laws 
direfted ; and this would drive her back to 
a Foundatiun wholly Humane, 

The Eftablifhment of the Church of Eng- 
Band, is indced by Humane Laws, and the 
very Meaning of the Word, inmy Opinion, 
eught to Contute thefe Gentlemen; we 
Contend not for the Charch it felf fo much, 
as for its E/tsslifhment by Law; and there- 
fore the great Cry has been, the Church of 

- England Effablifh’d by Law Now this 
feems to raife a Queftion, Not what Church 
of Fuglind,. Buc what Eftablifhment, and 
by what Law ? It they mean by the Laws of 
God, only the Eftablifhment of the Church 
in that Senfe, is above all the Pretences 
and Cavils we are now bufie about. 

If they mean Humane Laws, Aés of Par- 
hiament, and the like, the fame Power that 
has made thele Laws, is fufficient ro repeal, 
alter, or make Additions to thofe Laws ;for 
in all Ages of the World, that Power that 
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lifhment, has by ¢ 


ght to refcind that E bile 


ment; Laws can be repeal'd by no le a 
than that which gave them, “being tht 
which has Power to Create, has Pow2r to 


Deftroy ; without this, it could be no real 
Legitlature, it would bea Mock Power in it 
felt, and might be rid upon and Infulted by 
the very Laws of its own making. 

It this be the Legal Eftablifhment of the 
Church of England, then the fame Power 
that made the firft Eitablifhment, has made 
the Prefent, and one is as Legal as the 
other. re 

If thefe Gentiemen fly to the Weak and “ 
Ridiculous Shift, which thé Popifh Artificers - 
of Politicks frequently ufe, and fay, This Be 
Power is Ufurp’d, and therefore not Legal, 
no proper Legiflature? 1 Anf{wer. 

It this be True, Why do thefe Gentlemen 
concern themfeives in Eleftions ? Why do 
they Clandeftinely give their Votes ? Why 
call ita Parliament? Why call the Svvereiga 
a Queen, by Voting, or by Concerning 
themfelves in Eleétions ? They own the Re- 
prefentative, they help to form to bea Par- 
liament ; they fairly recognize the Authori- 
ty, by affifting to form it; Will they Deny 
the Authority they help’d to. make; firft 
Vote for Members, then Deny them to bean 
Affembly ? -This has fuch Contradi@ions in 
it, as they can never get off from, and.they 
muft acknowledge, the Choice of the Mem- 
bers makes it a Legal Parliament, Capable 
not. only of aéting in Concurrence with a 
Sovereign, but even upon Emergencies, t 
make 4 Sovereign for that Concurrence. 

Whatever Church is Settled by this Au 
thority, is the Church of Englaud Eftablith- 
ed by Law ; nor was there ever any Church 
of England in this Nation, than fuch as was 
thus Eftablifh’d ; by this Authority the pre-- 
fent Church of England is Eftablifh’d ;. and 
therefore is the only Legal Church in the 
Sence of National Eftablifhment. 

Whoever then Talk of the Church of Exg-- 
hand, as {ettled by former Eftablifhments, e3-- 
ther in Popifh, or Abdicating Times, Delude 
themfelves, prevaricate with the World, 
and form empty Notions to Deceive the 
People, are Enemies to the Kingdom, and 
ought to be treated like fuch. a 
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No Wonder thefe Genttemen rej 
the Succeffes of the French, and are 
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Reconciliation to them, both in Church and 
in. Power; for they fee plainly they have no 
other Force, and no other Friend to Depend 
‘upon, for that fanfy’d Reftoratioa they flat 
ter themfelves with the hopes of.
